As Ir is now a generally accepted 
fact that the cotton crop of 1868 is 
nearly all in or on its way to market, 

and will not exceed 2,300,000 bales, a 
brief review of the situation may not 
prove uninteresting to that class of 
readers who feel an interest in the 
niatter, but have neither the time nor 
the inclination to give it the close 
study it deseryes. Referring to our 
statistics we find that the home con- 


sumption of cotton during the season | 


of 1867-% was, in round numbers 1,000- 
000 bales, while the amount taken 
by England and the continent was 
1,700,000 bales, making a total of 2,7(0- 
000 bales. Now the receipts at the ports 
from September Ist to the 19th instant 
foot up 1,742,000 bales, and the exports 
956,000 bales, against 1,459,000 bales 
received and 1,223,000 bales ex- 
ported for the same period 
last season, showing deficits of 147,- 
000 bales in receipts, and 267,000 bales 
in exports. The shipments overland 
are estimated at 193,000 bales, which, 
added to 1,742,000, gives 1,985,000 bales 
as the total receipts. The stock on 
hand at the ports on the 19th instant 
was 420,000 bales, and atinterior towns 
$2,000 bales, making a total of 302,000 
bales, adding to which 956,000 bales,the 
amount exported, we have 1,458,000 
bales, which, dedueted from 1,935,000 
bales, the receipts as above, gives 477,- 
000 bales as the amount taken by 
American mills.. Saying nothing of 
the annual increase of twelve per cent. 
in consumption, the average for some 
years back, it will be seenthat Ameri- 


ean spinners have yet to take 
523,000 bales to keep pace with 
last year’s consumption up to 


the first of Septen:ber, while Europe, 
for the same reason, has to enter the 
market for 741,000 bales, making a 
total of 2,267,000 bales yet to be sup: | 
plied. Now where is this cotton to 


come from? is the question that arises. 


If, as even “bears” admit, the crop 
will not exceed 2,300,000 bales, there 
is now to come forward only 265,000 
bales, adding to which 502,000 bales, 
the stock on hand, we have a total ap- 
parent supply of 867,000 bales, which, 
dedneted from “1,267,000 bales, the 
amount to be furnished, gives 400,000 
bales ag a shortage on the Ist of next 
September. Deduct from this; if you 
please, 60,000 bales, the amount of cot- 
ton on hand, at the beginning of the 


season, and we have still an apparent 


shortage of 340,000 bales, to which we 
may add 19,000 bales per week until 
the new crop comes in as the 
amount that will be required for 
home _ mills. That American 
spinners will require as much cotton as 
they did last year, there can be no 
doubt. The home consumption thus 
far this year has averaged 19,000 
bales weekly, which would make a 
total yearly consumption of 988,000 
bales. In fact, the problem hinges 
now upon whether Europe will require 
as much cotton as she did last season. 
The probability is, by all means, that 
she will. She has then to take from 
this tima until 744,000 bales 
from a probable supple of 867,000 bales, 
with American spinners cr

Consider 
in connection with the facts, we have} 
presented the generally short weight 
of the bales of the crop coming 
in; the very probable falling off, 
from the searcity of labor, 

lateness of the season, of the production 
in the United States; the prospects of a 
magerially decreased supply from In- 
dia and elsewhere; the small stocks 
held by spinners at home and abroad 
(which in Manchester aggregates only 
70,000 bales, against 200,000 bales in 
1868); the strength of the staple against 
the decline of gold and the operations 
of the ;” the reduced"supply at 
Liverpool and at sea, and it is difficult 
to discover cause for anything but the 
utmost confidence on the part of hold- 
ers. English spinners, however, have 


a double game to play. The larger fish 
in the trade are combining to crush out 


the smaller fry, to bring about reduced 
production of manufactured goods, and 
thus, increased prices; while the whole 
manufacturing interest is bent upon 
testing the mettle-of the American 
holders, or in other words, to break 
down prices of the raw mate 
rial. It is selfish game, and how far 
it will succeed remains to be seen. 
There is no question that future prices 
will depend mainly on the nerve and 
pluck of holders on this side the At- 
lantic. In New York, speculation has 
been light of late, owing partly to the 
attention given to gold and Govern- 
ment bonds. But now that both these 
exhibit rather a settled tone, there is 
a prospect that cotton may again come 


small stocks held by spinners must 
again force them into the market at an 
early day. In the meantime let plant- 
ers act with prudence and not go to ex- 
tremes in cotton. We do not believe 
that, with the facilities at their com- 
mand, they can increase the produc- 
tion, but any effortsin that direction 
will be sure to depress prices materi- 
ally. Admitting that the production 
can be increased, however, it will not 
be to their advantage to be found at 
this time next year with empty corn- 
cribs, and meat-houses and piles of cot- 
con that will not bring the money 
it cost to make it. It ‘will be 
well for them to bear in mind that la- 
bor and provisions aré searce and high, 
and that the less cotton they produce, 
the more remunerative will be the re- 
turns and the more rapid the recupera- 
tion and building up of Southern in- 
terests, We have heretofore shown 
that no people can prosper who risk 
their all on a single product of the soil, 
and it needs but a superficial view of 
the past and present, with very little 
ng, to convince the most obsti- 
nate that 2,000,000 bales of cotton, 
raised in the United States the coming 
season, Will bring as much money to 
the producers as 3,000,000 bales. In 
conclusion, we present the following 
extracts from SMITH, EDWARDS & Co.’s 
circular, dated Liverpool, March Ist, 
which show that English spinners 
have begun to exhibit much alarm at 
the prospect of short supply, both 
from India and America: 
The demand for East India cotton in 
particular has been remarkably smal! for 
some time past, and sales have been dim- 
cult to make, but —— have been tol- 
erably firm, ast re strengthened by 
an almost entire a — — whie 
causes the small stock to be gradually re- 
duced. Some — amounts are 
by the overland route, and 
it seems probabie that we may get about 
5,000 bales weekly in that way, but ex- 
tremely little cotton is due by the Cape 
for a long time yet, and so nothing but 
great circumspection on the part of buyers 
will prevent our stock of Kast India run- 
ning extremely low. 
The prospects of our market at the pres- 
ent time are not an oe theme, for 
while on the side of supply we see no- 
thing to justify the hope of much lower 
prices, we see on the side of consumption 
an inability to cope with these prices, ex- 
1 > a ruinous sacrifice of capital. 

e development of the American cro 
is more unfavorable than any one cou 
have ex . We have been told each 
week that the receipts were sure to increase 
before long; that bad roads, or some other 
temporary cause, accounted tor their small- 
ness; but instead of increase we find a fur- 
ther tendency to decrease, and the avera ‘ 
for February is only 66,000 per wee 
against 93,000 bales last year. It seems 
now almost beyond doubt that this crop 
has been Over-estimated, like the last one, 
and it seems — y probable that the ex- 
port to Great Britain will fall short of the 
total frem the last crop by 100,000 bales or 
more. Prices in America have been stead- 
ily kept much above this market, and it is 
su sing how the export of cotton 
on in the face of a constant margin against 
the shipper. The stocks in the American 
ports are now tolerably large, and it seems 
probable that some nearer assimilation of 
price must take plage between the two 
markets, so that a moderate weekly export 
4% Europe may continue; but we see no 
indications of gore off the balance of 
the crop, and it is not likely to be shipped 
to this side at such a rate as to allow any 
rapid accumulation of stock here, Couti-

last year the country was cleared of old 
cotton more thoroughly than was ever 
known before, and it is now found that a 
mere trifle ot the old — remained for 
shipment this year, When to this is added 
an admitted deficiency. in the new crop, it 
is seen that the prospect of supply from 


Bombay is very unsatisfactory. Some 
houses are estimating the deficienc ney of the 
year at 20 per cent., or say 250, bales, 


but we think it unwise to put any esti- 
mate on such uncertain a. m the 
other side of India we have not such reli- 
able information, but we are not aware of 
any reason to expect better supplies. 


A New YORK paper makes a sharp 
point onsthe LONGsTREET matter. It 
remarks, after saying that General 
LONGSTREET will get asalary of 810, 
000 a year for being Surveyor of the 
Port of New Orleans, that, in the 
meanwhile, “the poor Federal soldier 
who lost his leg in the ‘Wilderness’ 
confronting LONGSTREET’s ‘rebel’ le- 
gions, will continue to grind his organ 
on Broadway, after paying the loyal 
Government ten dollars per year for 
the privilege. It is remarkable how 
quick the taint of ‘rebel’ is removed 
by getting loyal, and how it pays to be 
a prominent man.“ LoNGsTREET was 
one of the most troublesome of Genera! 
GRANT’s enemies in the field. Frank 
BLAIR was one of the most gallant and 
dashing of Union Generals, and his 
efforts on the stump in behalf of the 
war sent thousands of brave Western 
soldiers to the front. Bair fought 
hard for the Union, while Loxd- 
STREET fought hard against it. 
the day GRANT nominated Lonc- 

STREET to a position worth $10,000 a 
year, he dismissed BLAIx from another, 
which was filled most acceptably for a 
trifling salary. LonGsTREET had gone 
over to Radicalism, body and soul.

Lewis Downing, Principal Chief of the 
Cherokee Nation, in a memorial to Con- 
gress calls attention to the fact that since 
1866, treaties have been made with various 
tribes of Indians, with the view of settling 
them on the Cherokee Domain; that they 
were made in plain violation of the 
Cherokee treaty of 1846. In this the 
Cherokees, so far from having contracted 
with the said Indian tribes in the sales of) ve 
these lands, were not even consulted as 
to the price at which the United States 
has undertaken to dispose of them. He 
begs leave to express the earnest desire of 
the Cherokees to carry out the provisions 
of the treaty with the ulmost good faith, 
and that he, as their Chief, will spare 
no pains and lose no oceasion to preserve 
and strengthen the happy relations now 
existing between the Cherokees and the 
United States, but he deems it his duty 
to state most respectfully that he fears it 
will be beyond hia power to restrain the 
Cherokees from resisting all encroach-

walked in, one of the men firing at 
Humphries as he entered, wounding him 
in the arm. The terrible melee then com- 
menéed, and the lamp which stood‘on the 
table was quickly overturned, and in the 
darkness Wilson was shot down and 
killed. Six bullets penetrated his breast, 
and while he —— the ground his 
body was horribly mutilated with a bowie- 


knife. 

The colored girl was shot in the 
breast, and ran out into the yard, 
where she fell dead. Colonel Dickens 
was fired at several times, bat for- 
tunately escaped with slight wounds, 
one on the right temple and the other 


in the left arm. After the two men 
had completed their frightful work of 
blood, they went to the stable of Colone! 
Dickens, took out two of the horses, and 
rode off. Next morning the horses were 
found by a colored boy several miles dis- 
tant from the Scene of the tragedy, and 
taken back to Mr. Dickens’ plantation. 

As has been previously stated, although 
the most diligent inquiries were made as 
to the perpetrators of the horrible deed, no 
one appeared to be able to give any evi- 
dence that was likely to lead to their 
identification and arrest, and the particu- 
lars of the bloody transaction had almost 
passed from the minds of the citizens 
when it was revived yesterday by the ar- 
rest ofa person named E. C., Patterson, 
on the of being accessory to the 
double murder of Wilson and the colored 
woman Nancy. 

Patterson was arrested on a warrant is- 
sued by Judge Hall, the affidavit being 
made by Colonel Tom Dickens. He was 
brought before Justice Griffith in the fore- 
noon, when he was admitted tp bail in the 
sum of $20,000, his bondsmen bein 
Messts, F. M. Cash, Wade II. Bolton an 
J. F. Chambers. 

The investigation of the terrible affair 
will take place at nine o’clock to-morrow 
morning, in Justice Griffith's office, before
